REDHOOK TOILERS 
TO FIGHT TERROR 


Weinstone Will Speak 
At Meeting Bonight 


NEW YORK.—A number of preli- 
minary meetings and a big mass 
meeting in the Red Hook section 
today will mobilize the workers and 
jobless for the fight against the most 
vicious series of raids, clubbings and 
deportations in that section since the 
Palmer raids. 

The longshoremen are organizing to 
resist the wage cut handed to them 
by the compaines and President Ryan 
of the International Longshormen’s 
Association. Hundreds of jobless are 
living in a “Hooverville” and near 
by it another colony of evicted un- 
employed is growing up, called “Shack 
town.“ 

Police and immigration inspectors 
have arrested hundreds, raiding Hoo- 
verville,” the workers center, and res- 
taurants and clubs where ere r 
gather. In one restaurant 
arrested: 60 in Hooverville, and of 
these 15 are held for deportation. 

On Monday night, police raided the 
Spanish Workers Center, arrested six 
and clubbed many others and drove 
them all out into the street.

of a nerve-wracking speed-up sys- 
tem, the organizer of the Dearborn 
Massacre, stands exposed. 
One of the important plants of the 
Ford Motor Oo. is located in Edge- 
water, N. J. Up to last June 5,000 
workers were employed in the plant. 
Between June and October 3,500 
workers were laid off. Last year the 
workers received a cut of a dollar a 
day, from seven to six dollars. Until 
recently all workers had one scale 
of wages. Lately a two-scale system 
was introduced, with the workers 
divided into “unskilled and skilled,” 
even though they all work on the 
conveyor. Naturally, the majority in 
the plant fell under the category of 
unskilled. On top of the direct wage- 
cut, during the past several months 
the stagger system was introduced, 
with the men working on the average 
of three days a week. 
On Monday, Oct. 3, the company 
announced a new two dollar a day 
wage-cut for the unskilled and one 
dollar a day cut for the skilled work- 
ers. This brings the weekly wage 
of the Ford workers to $12 a week. 
In other words, starving while work- 
ing. 

Walk Out. 
When the workers learned of the 
new cut a wave of resentment spread 
through the plant. The indignation 
of the workers was so great that by 
noon, they all. stopped working, even 
though there was no form of or-

regiments of British troops, places upon the American 
working-class the urgent task of supporting in every possible 
way the struggle of the Irish masses against British im- 
perialism and its agents—the capitalists and landlords in 
Treland and their governments. 


The mass struggle in Belfast shows that the workers in the North,

The conditions of the workers and peasants in the North and South 
have become unbearable. The stubborn battles of the Belfast workers 
show clearly the need for the unity of the exploited masses of the North 


and South, led by the working-class in alliance with the peasantry headed 


by the Irish Workers Revolutionary Groups (Communists). 


The organization of a Communist Party in Ireland is the most vital 
need ot the moment. The Communist Party of the United States must 
give all possible assistance to this task.

Y ITS robbery of the American working class it has cut off the mar- 
ket here for Irish linen. By its restrictions on immigration it has con- 
demned hundreds of thousands of Irsh workers and peasants to imprison- 
ment within the British Empifé. By its creation of permanent mass 
unemployment, by its policy of wage cuts and starvation unemployment 


relief; it has made it le for the usual remittances to be for- 
‘ warded to relatives in Ireland. 


The industrialization program of the Free State government has col- 
lapsed. In the North of Ireland, in the Belfast district alone, it is es- 
tinpated that there are 100,000 unemployed. Ford’s factory in Dublin is 
closed. Work on the electrification projects has ceased. Danish bacon 
and dairy products, as a result of the British imperialist offensive, are 
replacing Irish commodities in the English market. 


All these factors, developing against the background of the worst 
world economic crisis in the history of capitalism, have had the effect 
of turning the attention of the toiling section of the population, of both 
the. North and South, to the necessity for organization and militant 


‘ le against British imperialism and its aids—the capitalists and 
landlords and their governments. 


JAMES CONNOLLY’S revolutionary program for the unity and freedom 
“of Ireland uncer the leadership of the working-class, and for which 
British imperialism executed him following the uprising on Easter Sun- 
day, 1916, still lives in the program of the Irish Workers’ Revolutionary 
Groups and in the ever growing unity, breadth and militancy of the 
struggles of the Irish workers and peasants of the North and South.

unemployment and actual starvation spread throughout the industrial 
centers and the countryside.
